REMARKS 

The specification has been amended to correct an 
inadvertent terminology error. This does not constitute new 
matter. It is clear from the specification and the drawings as 
originally filed that the reference number 320 refers to the 
"dispensing structure" which includes a hollow fitment 344 defined 
by an annular flange 346 and a spout 348 (FIG. 16) . Thus, the 
dispensing structure, in the embodiment illustrated in FIG. 17, can 
be identically characterized as a unitary fitment. The dispensing 
structure 320, or the alternatively identified fitment 344, when 
taken together with the container 322 (FIGS. 17 and 18) together 
may be characterized as defining a package. 

Claim 11 has been amended to make it even more clear with 
respect to the fitment as including a base with a hollow projection 
defining a dispensing passage and with an outer annular end. 
Support for the claim amendment is found in the specification and 
drawings as originally filed. 
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Entry of this Preliminary Amendment before substantive 
examination of the application is respectfully requested.
